Ho. registered his 
ides, and on May. 10, 1890, he 
was. granted the patent he bad 
sought for. . 

In Noverober 1889 Mr. Friese 

Greene took his camera to Hyde 
Park Corner, and there took the 
first motion pictare in the world. 
Stil), ao recognition came to him. 
Nobody was eager about the 
uew invention. None but the 
inventor could seen its com- 
mercia) possibilities. 
_ He saw thatit might be of very 
great value in war. Ho wrote to 
the War Office at once, stating 
thaf, ifased from a balloon, the 
moving picture camera would be 
a valuable weapon in war. J¥o 
answer to that report and sugges- 
tion was ever received from the 
War Office. 

He bad already spent £10,000 
in what his friends asserted was 
the pursuit ofa will of the wisp. 
His, photographic business de- 
clined. He was deeply indebt, 
and by the end of the year was 
sent to prison for non-payment. 

SOLD UP TO PAY HIS DEBTS. 

At.times he even suffered for 
want of the necessities‘af life. In 
Febroary1891 hisbomoand practi- 
cally all his earliest apparatus 
used: for his experiments was 
sold by auction by order of the 
Sheriff to pay bis debts. The 
oartiest apparatus was dispersed, 
and has never bean traced. 

Nelther imprisonment nor losa 
of his home daunted him. Getting 
togetber more money, he ‘con 
tinned bis erperimenta = and 
shortly afterwards produced the 
first Isntern-or projector which 
showed his pictureson the screen. 
Ie was demonstrated before the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States, whon some years ago an 
investigation wag made into the 
Motion Picture Trust of that time 
that “W. Friese Greene, an 
Englishman,” was ondoubtedly 
ths inventor of the. moving 
picture camera, the Court haviog 
heard Mr. Greene's evidence and 
examined his documents. 

But be never reap2d any re 
ward from bis inventions. While 
France, America, and Great 
Britain were using the moving 
picture camera to ley the found- 
ations of the most romantic 
jodustry of the age, Friese 
Greene, now in poor circum- 
stances, was forgotten by all but 
a very few. 

So poor did he become that in 
December 1915, when Bfr. Will 
Day visited him at Brighton, he 
found nothing in the house, The 
inventor was actually” ia want. 
Leaving a few pounds, Mr. Day 
returned to London, and opened 
‘a relist fund. Members of the 
film trade subscribed £131, Os. 2, 
which tided the inventor over 
diffenities. Fortunately, after 
some service with the Govern- 
ment in connection with analine 
dyes, he was offered a post with 
a Colour-Photography Company, 
and this he held at the time of bis 
dentb. :

The fire at 
Bailey's shipyard was s demon- 
stration as to the necessity of 
modern lighting for our fighters 
on land as well as on 
water. The Kowloon ~ clock 
will base cost a fair amount of 
money When the bill is totalled 
up, but the improvement is one 
generally appreciated. The rail- 
way motor coachea have eaten up 
quite goodly sum (nearly €30¢,- 
000) whilst the Goverament is 
spending something like $200,000 
on the improvement of Arsenal 
Street and the resumption and 
alteration of buildings on the 
same corner in- connection with 
the Praya East Reclamation 
scheme. The taking of the census 
—incomplete as the returns must 
ba—cost the Colony $10,000, 
Thursday's list of minutes prove 
very eloquently that rate and tax 
payers must be prepared to 
“shell out” fairly liberally if they 
desire the powers-that-ba to 
continue the policy of progressive 
development. We all have our 
grumbles and grouses bat we 
cannot expect to get better things 
for nothing—they have to he paid 
for. There is just one way in 
which the Government could 
plesse the Colony’s residents 
better, and that = i3 to 
show a little studied 
economy in the runniog of its 
several departments. Administra- 
tion costs have been mounting up 
to a high figure lately—apert 
altogether from what is spent on

The L. o. N. Budget. 

Renter's account of the League 
of Nations 1922 Budget offers = 
little exercise to the reader of a 
mathematical turn of mind. Ope 
of the Central American re-. 
publics, apparently in arrear 
with its sobscription, recently 
notified its -intention of with- 
drawing on the score of expense, 
and even Britain's great 
Dominions have commented upon 
this point. It is reported that the 
League projects a revision on the 
basis of the revenue and 
population” of the respective 
countries in relation to the rest, 
the nations being classified into 
seven groups. A set of figures 
indicates that the expenditare 
will be divided into 220 parts, of 
which tHe firat group—to consist 
for the preaant, it appears, ofonly 
Britain (the United Kingdom, not 
the British Empire) and Freace— 
will provide 90 parts,.the scale 
being graded down to 5, points 
for the smallest countries (the 7th 
class), The same repért intimates 
that the shares of Britain and 
France will be abuut 12 per cent. 
each. This is not easy to recon- 
cile with the graded figures, ac- 
cording to which the shares of. 
Britain and Francé work cut at 
nearly 20 per cent. each, assum- 
ing that Powers in the same 
gropp contribute equally. 
Italy is to be included in the Grst 
group, the figure of 12 per cent) 
woold be approximately correct;
